The Risks of Blockade 


S WAS TO BE EXPECTED, 
President Eisenhower's. policy 
on Formosa has produced serious 
friction. between the United. States 
and its great European allies, who 
fear that Chiang Kai-shek may in- 
volve the western world in. a large 
Chinese war. But if those allies are 
disturbed by the encouragement 
given Chiang to raid the Chinese 
‘mainland they are obviously appalled 
at the prospect of a blockade against 
China. Ate 
_ It_is to be noted, in.all. the.gees* 
it: setrnions Gee Oe nos 
beerr urged by some powerful Ameri- 
can military men but has never been 
proposed by the Eisenhower govern- 
ment. Whether such a plan has been 
privately discussed between~Wash- 
ington, London and- other. capitals 
the public has no means of knowing 
But Mr. Eden has’ told the British 
Parliament that his government has 
never been officially approached on 
the subject of a blockade. He added 
a highly significant and evidently 
calculated statement: : 

“We have said to the U.S. that 
we would think it would be a mis- 
take to have a policy of blockade.” 

In the restrained language of di- 
plomacy a British foreign secretary 
could go no further in warning the 
United States that Britain desires to 
have no part in a blockade. And 
that, nnquestionably, is the attitude 
of the other European governments 
and of Canada as well. It follows 
that if the Eisenhower government 
were to attempt a blockade it would 
cause the gravest. kind of strains in 
the alliance of the free world. That 
is precisely what ,Russia hopes for 
and expects. : 

The British position in this criti- 
cal affair—and no doubt the posi- 
tion of western Europe and of Can- 
ada—has been unofficially but ac- 
eurately. explained in the British 
press.

Your editorial of February 7 “Having 
Fought for Margarine,” asks for an ex- 
planation of| the Hon. Mrs. Tilly Rolston’s 
position on the proposed ban of all vege- 
table oils used in the manufacture of 
“synthetic ice cream, canned mi and 
other _ commodities” competitive with 
milk. Incidentally as these same vege- 
table oils are used in the manufacture 
of margarine, the proposal is as para 
doxical as mixing: free enterprise. with 
Social Credit. 

Your question is whether Mrs. Rol 
ston, a8 a woman of principle, will once 
more nail the golden flag of synthetic 
dairy products to the consumers’ mast 
and oppose legislation which, according 
to Dr. D, L. Macfarlane, the professor of 
econom#s at McGill, “does confer mon- 
opoly power on producers’ boards, which 
can, and perhaps already has been used 
against the consumer.” 


As minister of education, a person of 
fesser character than Mrs. Rolston might 
clafra_that the explanation you ask for 
is entively outside her jurisdiction. But 
as a woman and a representative of 
voters who~pin their confidence to hep 
principles rather than to her political 


faith or economic understanding, she 
might point out to her present associates

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Currants and Gooseherries Call for 


Planting or Moving By End of

Thirty years ago no home 
garden was considered complete 
unless. . it}. ‘con 
tained — currant 
and gooseberry 
bushes. 

Since then the 
plants have 
gradually gone 
out of favor be 
cause very few 
gardens could 
afford the space 
needed, - insects 
and disease be- 
control, and usu 
and conditions were 


well-drained loam, slightly on 
the light side; the blacks will 
luxuriate in héavy land, espe- 
cially clays, providing they are 
not stagnant. 

Gooseberries will endure most 
soils excepting sand, gravel, 
and very wet clays, but they 
respond best in the heavier 
loams or well-drained lighter 
clays. A very light, dry soil 
increases the risk of mildew 

The black currant requires a 
moist root run, and plenty 
of water during the dry season 
Like the raspberry, it produces 
a quantity of surface roots 
which must be protected and 
kept moist by mulching. Dig 
ging should never be done close 
to the black currant 


NEW WOOD NEEDED 

It is generally agreed that 
red and white currants should 
be grown on a clear stem: as 
formal bushes, but the black 
currant is happiest when mak 
ing numerous growths from be 
low level. These are not 
suckers, but-true basal~ shoots 
and should be encouraged since 
new-wood is needed each year 
to bear the fruits. :

By-law No. 990, finally passed by the Municipal Council on the 
1953, requires the owner of every building other than outbuildings, to affix a street 
number to such building not later than the 27th day of March, 1953. In the event 
that the building is a greater distance than 50 feet from the street, or is obscured 
by a hedge or fence, a duplicate street number shall be affixed at the entrance from 
the street.
